“ All that the federals want is time 
to bring up more reinforcements," he 
said when asked if he would consider 
an armistice. 
“ I will give Diaz twen­ 
ty-four hours to resign," he said when 
a delegation of Kl Pasoans and Mexi­ 
can citizens culled upon him in his 
camp in the hills near Juarez and 
asked him to consider pea rec terms. 
The latter assertion was not only a 
reply to the volunteer peace commis­ 
sion, but also to Gonzales Garza, see-1 
retary general of the revolutionary! 
junta, who carried a message from Dr. j 
Gomez in Washington asking for a de­ 
lay in the attack. 
He said it was his 
final reply to all attempts to secure1 
peace; that Diaz must surrender ttie 
presidency. 
The volunteer peace commissioners 
who visited the provisional president 
and insiirrecto commander went under 
permission of the federals and made 
the trip in two automobiles with white 
flags.

There is likely to be a deadlock be­ 
tween the senate ami house over the 
proposed amendment to the constitu 
tion for the election of senators by di­ 
rect vote of the jieople. 
The house lins 
passed the Borah resolution or a res 
obit ion worded the same as the Borah 
resolution. 
The senate is almost sure to add the 
Sutherland amendment. 
It seems cer­ 
tain that the m ajority party in the 
house w ill refuse to accept the amend­ 
ed resolution, in which event there w ill 
be a conference and perhaps u dead­ 
lock between the two houses. 
W hile the Democrats in the senate

Beemen, guard the main entrance into 
the White H ouse at the north portico. 
In the daytim e there Is a policeman 
in the oast room and one each at both 
stairw ay s that 
lead 
to 
the private 
apartm en ts of the president and his 
fam ily on the tipper floor. 
There Is a 
policeman alw ays in the basement, the 
entrance to which is from the east 
wing of the mansion. 
At night a 
policeman guards the 
basem ent corridor of the interior, a n ­ 
other the corridor of tho main floor 
and another the corridor of the upper 
private floor 
Outside there is constant vigilance 
In front and In the rear, if the White 
H ouse m ay be conceived a s having 
any rear 
The south front is as beau­ 
tiful a s the north front and indeed 
more so. 
A policeman is alw ays on 
guard at the smit Ii portico and es 
pecially so at night. One parades with 
the regularity of a sentrym an the half 
covered 
corridor 
leading 
from 
the 
W hite H ouse to the executive offices. 
That the White House should have 
to 
be thus carefully 
guarded 
may 
seem 
strange 
to 
Americans, 
whose 
chief executive is. after all. only a 
democrat who is a citizen temporarily 
holding a high public office 
But it is 
necessary. Three presidents have l*een 
assassin ated, although none ever at 
the White House. It would seem none 
ever could he because of the vigilance 
kept there. 
But a fierce light plays 
upon the White H ouse and the occu­ 
pants of it, especially the president. 
It attracts nil kinds of people, and 
cran ks are ever dangerous.

Inheritance In Evidence. 
The absurdity of all tiles** specula­ 
tions arises from the failure to realize 
that mental phenomena are the prod­ 
ucts of brain tissue and that when we 
find extraordinary mental endowments 
it invariably means that the man bas 
been born with an extraordinarily de­ 
veloped brain. There is almost, always 
> some evidence of inheritance.' 
Indeed. 
a study of British great men long ago 
showed th at almost every one of them 
appe:ir***l in a family already noted for 
achievements. 
“Those born to mediocre families are 
so few in num ber as to have no weight 
I on this generalization, and even they 
are generally of th** type in which only 
one brain center lins been developed, 
so that tit** mental greatness is strictly 
limited to a very small sphere. 
Anato­ 
mists have been Direly able to secure 
bruins of groat men to find out where­ 
in they differ from the brains one finds 
on the dissecting table, which are iii 
most invariably types of men who have 
I so utterly failed in th*- struggle for 
existence that their bodies ar** con­ 
signed to th** potter’s field. 
"Besides, th** brain is so difficult to 
preserve and study that it has been 
shamefully neglected in favor of those 
1 organs coming within the sphere of 
practical surgery .and medicine. 
W hat 
| little has been found out so far leaves 
no doubt whatever of the material ba­ 
sis of intellectual greatness. 


Spitzka’s Discovery. 
“Britzka has already proved that 
such brains are endowed with a very 
highly developed system of fibrous eon 
nocturns, which co-ordinate the brain 
cells. 
This is the main characteristic 
which distinguishes the human brain 
from all others, and we should expect it 
to be most marked in the highest men. 
"The nervous instability of the u n ­ 
usual man is an entirely different m at­ 
ter from the neuroses 
The highly de­ 
veloped white m atter makes each brain 
cell more efficient, aud its activities 
must be greater than iii tho ordinary 
man, whose mental sluggishness is n 
sign of his lower organization. 
The 
instability of the great is therefore a 
perfectly normal functioning of per- I 
fectly healthy tissue and no more a 
sign of disease than is the activity of 
a humming bird as compared with tin* j 
slowness of ;i buzzard. 
"On the other hand, delicate and in 
tricate machinery is easily disarming 
od, and this is the penalty of greatness, j 
for such men are annoyed or even 
disturbed by influences which are not I 
even felt by tho phlegmatic. 
It may 
be true, therefore, that a slightly high- | 
er percentage of great men do become 
neurasthenic or insane, but lf they 
could have boon saved from the injury j 
they would have remained li«*a11Uy—a 
rule which applies to the majority of 
all cases of insanity. 


Very Great Are Abnormal. 
“The very great are very abnorm al— 
that is, they do not resemble the aver­ 
age. and they must be expected to 
present unusual mental phenomena, 
which therefor** an* not signs of dis­ 
ease, 
but 
of 
unusual 
organization. 
Sometimes there is parental instabili­ 
ty perhaps always and there is some 
evidence that this characteristic is the 
reason why the bruin lins developed 
So extraordinarily in tin* offspring. 
“Sometimes, too, this instability Is 
itself a result of adversity, not neces­ 
sarily ti normal variation, and herein 
is tin* sad side of greatness—a few 
oases are abnormal because of inju­ 
ries, such as toxemias. 
“Recently Professor Wilder of Cor­ 
nell Inis called attention to tile fact 
that the average negro brain is two 
ounces lighter than the European, and 
this two ounces fully accounts for the 
Inability of negroes to advance civ­ 
ilization.”
